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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to an 
unpublished U.S. application, foreign application or patent, or to a publication is 
improper. Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
incorporated by reference, if the material is relied upon to overcome any objection, 
rejection, or other requirement imposed by the Office. The amendment must be 
accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing 
the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material previously 
incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new matter. 37 CFR 
1.57(f). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3,14-17,19-21,25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Suzuki (USP 6169240). 

Regarding Claims 1,14-17, Suzuki discloses a music apparatus which comprises 
a storage means 10 for storing waveform data of a chain of a plurality of separated 
sound components; performance data input means 101Afor inputting performance 
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data; time compression and expansion ratio means 103 for acquiring a time 
compression* and an expansion ratio of each of the separated sound components of the 
waveform data stored in the storage means based on a first series of the performance 
data (Fig. 20 S32); and waveform generation means for generating new waveform data 
(Fig. 27) by compressing and expanding the stored waveform data (c,d) based on the 
time compression and the expansion ratio for each of the separated sound components 
in accordance with a second series of performance data (b) that have been input by the 
performance data input means. 

Suzuki does not explicitly disclose that the compression and expansion are 
performed in terms of ratios, not in terms of percentage acquisition as recited in the 
claims. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adapt 
the teachings of Suzuki to utilize percentages instead of ratios, as they are known in the 
art to be functionally equivalent. 

Regarding Claims 2 and 3, Suzuki discloses second storage means 113, and 
pitch control means 1 1 1 (see Figs. 28,29). 

Regarding Claims 19-21,25-27 Suzuki discloses that the data is generated by 
keyboard 101 A and stored in control register 113. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4,5,18,22-24,28,29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sato, Shimizu, and Tanji are further cited to show related 
teachings in the art.
